YOKOHAMA, July 29.—A train bearing 


400 Japanese soldier* who lauded ut 
Hiroshima ou their return from the war, 
while eu route to Kobo ran off the rails 
where the line is constructed along a 
sea wall. Plunging over the wall, the 
first section to the train was thrown 
into the sea. It consisted of 23 cars aud 
two engines, one iu front aud one iu the 
rear. A grata prevailed at the time aud 
immense waves washed over the rail- 
way track. When the train reached 
the most exposed part on the morning 
of the accident it was very dark. A 
succession of heavy breakors struck tho 
train and cut it iu two. The first en- 
gine with 11 cars fell into tho sea. It 
u stated that the killed number 14.

CHICAGO, July 29.—Saturday Mr. 


Harvey said he was accused by liis op- 
ponent of finding fault with rueii aud 
conditions for the 
reasons, as he 


charged, that the silver people delighted 
to do so. 


Mr. Harvey continued: "He lias 


touched a phase of huinim nature ou 
which volumes might be writteu, and 
it is a hope of all who take au aetivu in- 
terest iu the promotion of civilisation 
that the time will come when there \vill 
be nothing but contentment aud happi- 
ness ou this earth. You citu not deter 
brave men, who kuow their rights, aud 
dare maintain them, bv uu argument 
that is intended to lure them from the 
subject to which they mvite your iutei- 
ligeut analysis. Mr. Horr's inappropri- 
ate language consisted of words that 
might be addressed to slaves, but not to 
free men," 
Mr. Harvey, iu defending the use of 


the table to show the dechuo iu prices 
of staple articles since 1830, attacked 
the Aldrich table, which he said was 
made by a committee in the United 
States senate, and that the man who 
helped make it was Edward Atkinson, 
whose bias could be judged by the fact 
that he had recently said over hit. own 
signature to a Chicago paper that the 
proper way to deal with a silver man 
was to hit him over the head with a 
club.

But. however these thing* 
may be, one thing u certain, that the 
tailors were dissatisfied and that they 
have demonstrated this by responding 
instantly to the call issued by the United 
Brotherhood of Tailors, the leading 
spirit of which is Meyer Schoeufeld, 
who styles himself "official organizer 
of the United Garment Workers of 
America." 


Schoenfeld told the strikers that the 


Strike would be over in a week or 10 
days if the wholesale manufacturers 
would not interfere, as the strikers had 
been called out ia a busy time and the 
contractors were not iu a position to 
leave their orders unfilled. 


Tbe minimum wages demanded is for 


operators, $15. basters, f 18, prossers, $10; 
bnshelers, $10; trimmers, $10; twisters, 
$9. They also insist that all members of 
the brotherhood out be reinstated aud 
that the representatives of the brother- 
hood have access to the shops to investi- 
gate grievances and see that the em- 
ployes have their "due books" as proof 
of their'membership to the union.
